An  Act  concerning  the  Inspection  of  Reser- 
voirs by  State  Engineers. 

i it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Repre- 
sentatives in  General  Assembly  convened: 

section  1.  The  commissioner  of  rivers,  har- 
t's, and  bridges  who  is  a civil  engineer  and  one 
cil  engineer  residing  in  each  congressional  dis- 
ti:t  to  be  appointed  by  him  shall  constitute  a 
bird  of  civil  engineers  who  shall  have  super- 
vion  of  all  dams  and  reservoirs  in  any  locality 

Sere,  by  the  breaking  away  of  same,  life  and 
perty  may  be  in  danger. 

ec  2.  The  members  of  said  board  shall  be 
fv>rn  to  faithfully  and  impartially  perform  the 
Ities  imposed  upon  them  by  this  act  and  shall 
#tinue  in  office  for  the  term  of  two  years  and 
nil  others  are  appointed  in  their  stead.  They 
#!1  meet  and  organize,  appoint  a chairman  and 
retary,  formulate  rules,  and  keep  records  of 
tbfficial  acts.  The  members  of  said  board  shall 
tji  receive  an  annual  salary  of  one  hundred  dol- 
Hj  and  their  necessary  and  reasonable  expenses 
Bch  are  not  chargeable  elsewhere  as  hereinafter 
fidded.  The  members  of  said  board  shall  each 
*uve  ten  dollars  per  day  and  their  necessary 
a reasonable  expenses  while  actually  employed. 
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Sec.  3.  Upon  the  application  in  writing  of  twc 
or  more  persons  or  corporations  who  would  suf- 
fer loss  or  damage  by  the  breaking  away  of  an) 
dam  or  reservoir,  a member  of  the  board  of  civi 
engineers  shall  forthwith  inspect  the  same  anc 
if  in  his  opinion  said  dam  or  reservoir  is  not  suf 
ficiently  strong  to  withstand  the  action  of  wate: 
under  any  circumstances  which  may  reasonabl; 
be  expected  to  occur,  he  shall  at  once  serve  node 
on  the  person  or  corporation  owning  or  having  th 
care  and  control  of  the  same  to  place  said  dan 
or  reservoir  in  a safe  condition  under  the  super 
vision  of  said  engineer.  When  such  repairs  ar 
completed  to  the  acceptance  of  said  engineer  h 
shall  issue  a certificate  of  such  acceptance  to  sai 
person  or  corporation  who  shall  record  the  sam 
in  the  land  records  of  the  town  in  which  sai; 
dam  or  reservoir  is  located.  If  said  enginee 
shall  find  the  dam  or  reservoir  to  be  secure  an 
safe  the  expense  of  such  inspection  shall  be  pai 
by  the  applicants. 

Sec.  4.  Before  any  person  or  corporation  sha 
construct  a dam  or  reservoir  or  alter,  add  to,  < ! 
replace  any  dam  in  a locality  where  life  or  pro; 
erty  may  be  endangered  through  the  insufficient1 
thereof,  the  plans,  specifications,  and  necessa: 
data  for  such  dam  or  reservoir  shall  be  submittti 
to  a member  of  said  board  of  civil  engineers  wlr> 
shall  examine  the  ground  where  the  dam  or  re® 
ervoir  is  to  be  built  and  the  plans  and  specific® 
tions  therefor.  If  he  approves  the  same  he  sh;  ® 
issue  a certificate  authorizing  the  construction  |i 
such  dam  or  reservoir,  or  such  alterations,  ad< 
tions,  or  replacements.  No  such  dam  or  reset' 
voir  shall  be  constructed  nor  such  alteration 
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dditions,  or  replacements  made  without  such 
pproval  and  certificate.  If  said  state  engineer 
eems  it  necessary  he  may,  before  issuing  said 
prtificate,  call  in  for  consultation  and  advice  the 
pate  board  of  civil  engineers  or  any  member  of 
aid  board. 

Sec.  5.  The  engineer  under  whose  authority  a 
[pm  or  reservoir  is  being  constructed  or  a dam 
i being  altered,  added  to,  repaired,  or  replaced 
aall  inspect  or  cause  the  work  to  be  inspected 
i the  extent  necessary  in  his  judgment  to  deter- 
ine  whether  the  structure  will  be  safe  and 
■cure,  and  when  the  work  has  been  completed  to 
satisfaction  he  shall  issue  a certificate  approv- 
:g  the  same,  which  certificate  shall  be  recorded 
:ii  the  land  records  of  the  town  in  which  such 
im  or  reservoir  is  located. 

■Sec.  6.  Any  person  aggrieved  by  any  decision 
li  a member  of  said  board  of  civil  engineers  shall 
I given  a hearing  by  said  board.  Any  decision 
c said  board  may  be  appealed  from  to  any  judge 
c the  superior  court  within  twenty  days  of  the 
cte  of  such  decision. 

IBec.  7.  Every  person  or  corporation  who  shall 
fcjld  or  repair  any  dam  or  reservoir  except  in 
cnpliance  with  the  provisions  of  this  act,  or  shall 
u:  any  dam  or  reservoir  when  constructed  or 
rjaired  without  obtaining  the  certificate  provided 
in  this  act,  shall  forfeit  five  hundred  dollars 
% the  use  of  the  state.  Any  person  or  corpo- 
djion  constructing  or  repairing  a dam  or  reservoir, 
a;  using  any  such  dam  or  reservoir  when  con- 
victed or  repaired  without  complying  with  the 
Jivisions  of  this  act  may  be  enjoined  from  con- 
ticting  or  using  such  dam  or  reservoir. 


Sec.  8.  The  state’s  attorney  of  the  county  ii 
which  such  dam  or  reservoir  is  located,  upon  th< 
complaint  of  any  engineer  designated  under  th 
provisions  of  this  act,  shall  institute  an  action  t< 
recover  such  forfeiture  and  to  enjoin  the  con 
struction  and  use  of  such  dam  or  reservoir. 

Sec.  9.  Sections  4800,  4801,  4802,  4803,  480‘ 
4805,  4806,  and  4807  of  the  general  statutes,  chap 
ter  80  of  the  public  acts  of  1905,  and  chapter  23 
of  the  public  acts  of  1911  are  hereby  repealed. 

Sec.  10.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  if 
passage.

The  permanent  plans  and  records  shall,  from 
He  to  time,  or  at  the  end  of  each  year,  be  filed 

the  Librarian  of  the  State  Library  by  the 
anber  of  the  Board  who  issues  the  final'  cer- 
llate  of  approval. 

' Certificates  shall  be  issued  from  the  cer- 
llate  book  belonging  to  the  congressional  dis- 
nt  in  which  all  or  the  principal  part  of  the  dam 
reservoir  is  located. 


5.  Members  of  the  Board,  while  acting  in  thei 
official  capacity,  shall  not  render  professional  ser 
vices  to  owners  in  connection  with  the  dam 
and  reservoirs  concerning  which  they  are  officiall 
engaged. 

6.  A member  of  the  Board  who  may  be  err 
ployed  as  designing  or  constructing  engineer  of 
dam  shall,  by  reason  of  such  employment,  be  di: 
qualified  to  act  in  an  official  capacity  as  inspectc, 
of  such  dam,  or  to  issue  certificates  of  approv. 
therefor. 

7.  The  chairman  shall  call  meetings  of  tl , 
Board  as  he  desires,  or  upon  the  request  of  for 
members. 

8.  The  assent  of  four  members  shall  be  nece 
sary  for  action  by  the  Board. 

9.  Bills  for  salary,  services  and  expenses  sh; ;

his  approval  before  payment.  Salary  and  gener, 
expense  bills  t-o  be  rendered  quarterly,  those  f 
specific  dam  inspections  to  be  rendered  from  tir  fi 
to  time  or  when  work  is  completed.

lile  2 of  the  Board  requires  plans  on  tracing 
oi  or  plans  on  cloth  by  the  in-ko-graf  or  other 
ljlly  permanent  and  satisfactory  process  of 
ling,  showing  the  work  as  actually  built,  to 
' as  the  permanent  record.  Specifications 
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or  written  descriptions  are  also  to  be  filed.  Blu 
prints,  even  when  made  on  cloth,  are  not  perma 
nent;  therefore,  are  not  accepted.  The  perma 
nent  records  will  be  kept  in  the  vault  at  Stat 
Library  and  it  is  thought  will  be  of  great  valu 
to  both  the  owners  of  dams  and  the  Board  c 
Civil  Engineers,  if,  in  the  future,  it  is  desired  t 
do  work  on  a dam  previously  inspected.  It  ha , 
been  the  history  of  nearly  all  the  dams  built  in  th 
State  that  sooner  or  later  the  owners  desire  i 
raise,  reconstruct  or  otherwise  change  them,  an 
very  frequently  find  they  do  not  possess  plans  ( 
descriptions  of  the  old  work  that  they  know  ai 
correct.  The  Board  asks  the  cooperation  of  tl 
owners  of  dams  in  making  the  permanent  recori 
complete. 

There  are  six  members  of  the  Board  of  Civ 
Engineers,  one  member  at  large  and  one  fro 
each  of  the  five  congressional  districts  of  tl 
State.  The  names  and  addresses  of  the  prese 
incumbents  are  given  on  the  next  page.  It 
customary  to  make  application  for  approval  to  ti 
member  representing  the  congressional  district  , f 
which  the  dam  is  located,  but  the  law  perm:j,1EI 
any  member  of  the  Board  to  act  in  any  location  3 
the  State.
